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Have enter'd upon the Enquiry after 
Emiſſaries and fecret Spies employ'd a- 
morg us, with the greater planinefs, be · 
cauſe we tao ſenſibly find the inconvenience 
of thoſe Betrayers of their Country at this 
Time, and perhaps more now than ever; 
I am now in purſuit of this Enquiry, who 
they are that employ ſuch People as theſe ? 
And this leads me of courſe a little back 
into the Hiſtory of this Vile Practice in the 
World. 

This Cuſtom of ufing Tools to amnſe and 
delude the People, is tod old to deſcend in- 
to its Original 3 the firft Inftance I have 
met with of it, is ia the Scripture, and with 
too much Succels they did it; when the 
Chief Prieſts gave Bribe+ to the Soldiers, to 
lay of Our Saviour, That bis Diſciples came 
in the Nipht and ſtole bim away. This Im- 
poſture wanted Emiſfarics to ſpread it, that 
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the ignorant People might be impoſed up- 
on, and that it was propagated very dili- 
gently by the Artifice of the Party, who 
oppoſed the Miraculous Bleſſing of a Re- 
deemer, is evident, in that the Chief Priefts 
and Elders did it upon ſerious Debate, te- 
they had talen Council, ſays the Text, Atarr. 
28. 12. And whas did 1be Jools do ? The 
Caſe is plain, v. 15. So they took the Money, 
and did as they were Taught. Tnere's che 
true Character of an Under-Spurleather, zs 
they call them now ; a Tool, an Emiſſary— 

To take Money, to ſpread a forg'd Story a 

bout the World, to abule and impoſe up n 

the People, and what was the Cunic- 

quence? The Sham had its delic'd Effe &, 

tor the People were im poſed upon z the Dr. 

vils Work was dune, v. 15. This ſaying i- 
commonly reported among the Jews un this 
Dy. Het. 
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Here is the Cafe exactly ſtated, if the 
Coat fits any Man let him wear it; they 
take the Money, and do as they are Taught— 
And theſe Inferences I ſhall draw from this 
part of it 3 1. Hir'd Tools will ſay as they 
are taught. 2. Tools are hir'd for Lyes, 
never for Truth. 3. Truth always tells its 
own Tale, and needs no body to miſrepre- 
lent it, no Gloſſes to explain it, no different 
Forms or Dc-ſſes to appear in. 

From this eminent Inftance I could de- 
ſcend to ANiftory, and give you Inſtances in 
the Practice of Politicians, and particularly 
Cardinal Ricklieu was the moſt f-;1:0us for 
employing Engines among the People to 
amuſe them, and prepare the:n for the Ru- 
ine of their Country, whica he laid the 
Fondation ot; it would be too long to 
ter into the Particulars, but they are to be 
ſeen at large in the Hiftory of his Life; 
the Memoirs of Recbefort, and other Au- 
chors of thoſe Times. | 

To come to our own Times; we have 
had a Variety of this ſort of People in En- 
gland, from the Spies and Informers of the 
Star-Chamber Tyranny, in King Charles 
the Firſt's Time, to the Booted Apoſtles in 
King James's 3 the fitſt Attempt that I think 
was made by the Pen and Ink, was by Syb- 
thorp and Manwaring in the late Times, 
and the next by the Obſervater, in King 
Cbarles the Second's Time, written by LE- 
Frange. 

ow let us trace theſe People down-to 
their Beginning, and thro' all their Pra- 
Aices, and you will find they were ever on 
the Devils Side; the very Nature of the 
thing ſignifies it 3 Aichlieu's Emiſſaries were 
employ'd to introduce Tyranny, to raiſe 


ia the People exalted Notions of their 


King, and qualify them to be rid upon 
by his Arbitrary Tyrannical M-aſires ; to 
abuſe and miſrepreſent the Hugonots on 
one Hand, that their Reduction might be 
appro''d by the P.op'e 3 and to prepare 
them and wheedle them on th other hand, 
to ſubmicto the Miſchiefs prepar'd forthem. 

Sibtho»-p and Manwaring were Tools of 
both Civil aud Eccl-tiaftick Tycacny, and 
the Conde mning their Books, has lett Mo- 
Buments of their Management to Poſterity. 

And what were the ſprcial Works of the 
2b[ervators in King Charles's Time, but to 


cry down Our Liberties, applaud Tyranny, 
Debauch the Minds of the People, with 
fatal, falſe, and abburr'd Comments upon 
the Principles of Goverr ment and Obe- 
dicnce, to prepare the Nation for the Ru- 
ine of their Lib*rtics, and the Overthrow 
of the Conftitution, hic it was apparent 
was detiga'd to fobow. * 

In King Fumes his Reign, his Popiſh Spies 
on one bau, d is Booted - A poſtles on 
de other; what „as their employ, but to 
mil. re pte ſuut, peiliate, and ſoften his ſecret 

eſigus, by preparing the 1gnurant People, 
to give a Tacit Aſſent to the diſpeuFng with 
out Laws, one of 152 worſt ſorts of Tyranny ? 

Ard now, Ger lemen, let us make ſome 
Enquiries , I have given you ſume Inftantes 
ot Tools empi:y'd, to carry on Tyranny 
and State - Policy, to carry on wicked Deſigns, . 
ſpread Falſhoods, and delude the People 
Pray, let any Man give me an Account of 
Emiſſarjes and Tools hired and-emyloy'd, 
to open their Eyes to ſet them to right, to 


reftore them to their Wits, and reconcile 


them to their own Intereft 5 where have 
been King Wilizm's Under-Spurleathers, or 
Queen Ann's Booted - Apoſtles? Princes that 
purſue Juſt Government, and Rule by 
Laws, ſcorn to deſcend to ſuch baſe Me» 
thods, and their Reigns have bcen always 
free from the Artifice of ſuch Meaſures ; 
Miniſters of S:ate, who purſue the true In- 
tereſt and Deſign of ſuch Princes, never flie 
to ſuch ſhifts. | 

It would reflect upon your Honeſty = 
Und-rftanding too, who are the People Go- 
vern'd, to ſay the Government ſhould be 
at Charges to bring you to your Seaſes, and 
to open yout Eyes to your own Intere ft—— 
While the end is your Liberty, your Nati- 
onal Proſperity, and defending you againſt 
Deluders, you cught to embrace the Relicf 
of ſuch Iaſtruct ion, if it be offer'd, let «lo 
will be the Meſſenge rs. 

Let a Mock- Whig rail, and beſtow his 
Filth about. Perſons employ'd among you 
by the prelent Government; let bim teh 
vou what they are employed to dom 
What does the Government or Miniſtry 
now ſrek of you? Do they protect any 
Traytors, encourage any Frauds, or defend 
Miſmanagements 2: Why do you uot pro- 
duce the Pei ſons, and lay it before the Par- 
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tiament, who will not failto do you Juſtice? 
But if the Government preflcs you to Peace 
and Union, general Charity, Neighbour-

to*his; and let that Writer ia Maſquerade, 
who makes himſelf the Inteftinum Rectum of 
Stander, tell you but who are theſe Peo- 
ple, and who their Employers, and what 
the Work they are employ'd in, and then 
you will ſoon ſre by another Light. 
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Beware then of Falſe Prophets, (fot ſuch 
of more ſorts then one, are riſen up among 
you) who putting on the Mask uf juft 
Obſervers,diicover themſelves to be A gents 
of High-Flying Priaciples — Let tie Au- 
thors tell you their Names, and let us ce 
who they are, that eſpouting a Wbig- 
Cauſe, can Slaader and abuſe King 1am, 
and cenſure a Satyr upon Tories aud Lack- 
ers, Calling them the beft of our Nobility 
and G-ntry ; either at laft, you will find 
theſe People Tools and Agents of a High- 
Flying Iatereſt, or they certainly Act by 
the Fury of their private Paſſions, 2gainſt 
both their Party and their Principles ; let 
them but tell us their Names, add vcu will 
ſoon make a Judgment, . Why ſhovid any 
Maa fight in the Dark, and leave hini{-if 
room to avoid in Perſon, what they impole 
upen the World in Print, eſpecially when 


no Danger of Law, or Proſecution ot Juftice 


is ia the Caſe. 
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Have employ d this part of the Review 
tor ſome time, upon the preſent State of 
our Trade, and as the Subject is too large 
to enter upon a fu] Diſcuſhan of it, in ſo 
ſmall a Paper as this, ſo I ſhill ſingle out 
ſome Heads of Trade ro ſprak td ¶ the

I'baye laid down as ſome. General Mix- 
ims in mv laff, (+.) That it is our great In- 
tereſt ro ſtudy, and find out ſuch Ways and 
Metbods for the carrying on our Trade, as 
may keep up the Life and Being of our Ma- 
nufatures, unter ibe preſens Diſcouragements 
of the Wu, that our People may feel as litile 
of the Calamity 25 poſſible. 

(2.) That the keeping up and right mana 
ging cur MarufaQures as Home, 1s the only 
Supors of our Nation, and the Life rf our Ge- 
neral Commerce.

Parliament, the Huuſe who were ſerſible of 
the former Error, made a Provitioval Clauſe 
for che opening the Trade to Flanders a- 
gain.
